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POISON DANGER POINTED OUT 


Dr. C, D, McLeod, Cof- 
fee County Health Officer, 
urges that Coffee County 
recognize the dangers of 
poisonings and take the 
necessary precautions to 
prevent them, Some twenty 
persons in our state died 
from poisonings in 1970, 
These fatalities do not pin- 
point our most serious pro- 
blem which involves those 
children rushed to hos- 
pitals daily who have swal- 
lowed medicines and 
household products, Most 
of these cases are cured by 
rapid action and corrective 
measures, 

“The Federal Hazardous 
Substances Act,” states 
Dr. McLeod, ‘‘forces pro- 
per labeling of products, 
But we fail to read and 
heed the labels. Poisons 
must be marked with the 
skull and crossbones while 


potentila poisons carry el- 
ther the red WARNING sig- 
nal or the yellow CAUTION 
sign. All of these potential 
killers should be stored in 
a locked cabinet.” 

Children under five 
years of age are involved 
in accidental poisonings 
most often, They can’t 
read danger signals and 
must rely on a responsible 
adult to keep them safe 
from harm. Aspirin is the 
most common product tobe 
ingested by these children, 
Adults become careless 
and provide the means of 
these accidents, 

Dr. Mcleod warns mo- 
thers that products should 
never be stored in soft 
drink bottles, Neither 
should medicines given to 
the child be referred to as 
candies. So many contain- 
ers look alike that the label 


should be read each time it 
is used, It is better to be 
safe than sorry. When the 
phone rings or the doorbell 
sounds, be sure that your 
child is safe before an- 
swering. A matter of se- 
conds is all it takes for 
little hands to discover and 
ingest poisonous substan- 
ces, 


Pesticides andinsectici- 
des can be effective when 
used properly. These same 
helpers may become harm- 
ful to children and pets who 
experiment with their con- 
tents. Make a habit of us- 
ing substances according to 
specific instructions and of 
storing them inaccordance 
with safe practices. 

Act now before the em- 
ergency, not after the tra- 
gedy!

“Tt is most important 
for a farmer to observe 
this reporting date, Many 
agricultural conservation 
and pollution - abatement 
practices are needed and 
requested by farmers in 
Coffee County. We do not 
have enough funds to share 
costs with all who apply. 

‘When a farmer fails to 
report he has completed 
his REAP practice, we are 
left up in the air--not 
knowing whether to re-all- 
ocate the funds for another 
needed practice by another 
farmer, 

“‘The farmer who makes 
a timely report of comple- 
tion has assurance of cost- 
sharing on his practice, 
Also, we can re-use pro- 
gram funds if a cost shar- 
ing practice costs less than 
originally approved for or 
if a farmer is unable to or 
decides not to carry outhis 
REAP practice.”’ 

The ASC Committee 
Chairman said a farmer 
is unable to complete his 
conservation cost-sharing 
work before the completion 
reporting date should re- 
quest a time’ extension 
from the County ASC Com~ 
mittee, stating the reasons 
he has not been able to 
complete the work, Re- 
quests for time extensions 
for REAP practices should 
be made as soon as the 
farmer knows he willnot be 
able to complete the work 
in time, and, in any case, 
before the date has arrived 
for reporting completion,
